Committee on Causation of Maternal Morbidity and 
Mortality. 

This committee of the British Medical Association held 
its first meeting of the session on October 8th. The chief 
item of business was the consideration of the first draft 
of the interim report on the position and on the steps which 
should be taken to reduce the death rate due to puerperal 
sepsis. It is proposed eventually to submit this report to 
Divisions and Branches of the Association for their con- 
sideration, together with a questionary designed to elicit 
information which will be helpful in completing the final 
report. It is hoped that the interim report will be avail- 
able early in January next. Meanwhile Divisions and 
Branches which are contemplating holding British Medical 
Association Lectures might well choose the subject of 
angen sepsis and arrange for lecturers who would be 
Willing to address them on this matter. 


C.M.A. and B.M.A. 

In the Canadian Medical Association Journal for 
September an account is given of the opening of the new 
House of the British Medical Association in London, illus- 
trated by a photograph and a ground plan. The Editor, 
Dr. A. D. Blackader, includes also an abstract of Mr. 
Muirhead Little’s lecture on the history of the site. In 
another part of the same issue Dr. A. H. Gordon gives 
a flattering account of the Annual Meeting in Bath. He 
records his opinion that the leaders of British medicine 

re represented showed an almost uncanny ability to 
expose the essentials of the subjects under discussion in 
such a way that they might be understood by the less 
learned. Although the number of social events, tea parties, 
golf competitions, and excursions seems to have caused him 
a little embarrassment, the visit left Dr. Gordon with the 
Impression that Bath is unique, not only in its architecture, 
but also in its civic character and the warmth of its

It contains the decisions of the Repre- 
sentative Body of the Association on questions of policy; 
particulars of the new London and Scottish Houses of the 
Association; information as to the Britise Meprca. 
JournaL, the circulation of which is now over 33,500 
copies weekly; and lists of the officers and officials of the 
Association and of its Council and Central Committees, 
Particulars are also given of the library and lending 
library; as to some new publications of the Association ; 
the scholarships, grants, and prizes given by the Asso- 
ciation; and a summary of some of its recent work.

Absence from Home of Insured Persons. 

It often happens that an insurance practitioner has 
occasion to recommend a change of air for one of his 
insured patients. If the insured person takes the advice 
of the doctor in this matter it is his duty, according to the 
statutory rules of his society, to notify his intention to 
the secretary of that society, and failure to do so will 
probably mean that sickness benefit will not be forthcoming 
when next the insured person applies for it. A friendly 
hint by the doctor to the insured patient, to the effect that 
the patient’s intention to be absent from home for a period 
should be intimated to the society concerned before he 
leaves home and that the society’s approval should be 
obtained, would be in the interest of the patient, and 
might save considerable trouble for the society concerned. 
The patient’s position is safeguarded if the doctor states 
under ‘‘ remarks ’’ on the ordinary intermediate certificate 
that such change of air is necessary. 


Dispensing Capitation Fee. 

In a circular letter issued on October 6th to all Insurance 
Committees the Ministry of Health gave effect to an 
arrangement agreed to by the Insurance Acts Committee of 
the British Medical Association at its last meeting—namely, 
the addition to the list of drugs and appliances appended 
to the Distribution Scheme of the following: Ring pessaries,

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for self-administration of insulin. The result of this 
addition is that the articles in question are not included 
among those which a dispensing practitioner is expected to 
supply out of his 2s, capitation dispensing fee.

Tne concluding meeting of session 1924-25 of the Gloucestershire 
Branch was held at the General Hospital, Cheltenham, on October 
8th, when Dr. J. MippLeton Martin presided. 

Dr. Davin CLow gave a clear and succinct account of the Annual 
Representative Meeting at Bath. This was his first year as 
representative, and he confessed that he now held a largely 
enhanced opinion of the usefulness of the Association to its members. 
Many of the activities of the Association, including its influence 
in Governmental circles, were not realized by the majority of 
members. He epitomized the report of each Committee of the 
Association, expanding some of the more important points, and 
made special reference to medical benevolence, adding an appeal 
for increased support. On the motion of Dr. J. G. Sovrar, Dr. 
Clow was thanked for his ituminating summary. The second part 
of the meeting was devoted to clinical cases and specimens. Dr. 

MAN PoweELL showed a boy for diagnosis. The ease had resem- 
blances to pseudo-hypertrophic muscular paralysis and was labelled 
such by Dr. Cottins. Dr. Sourar considered the mental develop- 
ment of the child was closely associated with the muscular con- 
dition. Mr, Arnotp Atcock showed two operation specimens : 
(1) Chorion-epithelioma of the uterus: The important point in the 
case was that after the operation of panhysterectomy the ovaries 
were sectioned and each was found to be obviously affected, so 
that had the uterus alone been removed there would actually have 
been more growth left in the abdomen than had been removed with 
the uterus. (2) Hypernephroma of kidney: This had grown from 
the lower pole of the kidney and was found to be a carcinoma 
originating in the renal tubules. Dr. Hessterawarte showed a 
blood film from a case of acute lymphatic leukaemia. When the 
case was first seen there was enlargement of the spleen, slight 
enlargement of the liver, but no evident lymphatic enlargement, 
though the blood picture was characteristic. Ten days later there 
was obvious glandular enlargement. Mr. J. S. Rosrnson showed the 
following cases, illustrated by numer us z-ray films: (1) Bilateral 
congenital dislocation of hips, for operation; (2) Marked genu 
valgum with pes cavus in the same case; (3) Fractured femur— 
gross displacement not affected by heavy extension—corrected by 
operation and Parham’s plates and bands.
